There are 1,197 miles of railroad now 
there, and more iu the course of con- 
struction. All the industries from cat- 
tle raising to mining are in a prosperous 
state and employes get good wages. 
The condition of the various Indian 
tribes lire reported good and tho ma- 
jority are fast becoming civilized.

jy the Constitution.

if those "proposed 
amend- 


ments," BO i\u lUuresaul "referred to the 
Legislature then uext to ba choseu," 
or, the Legislature to ninct in January, 
1889, "shull be agreed to by a majority 
of all the members elected to caoh 
House, thun it shall bu the duty of the 
Legislature to submit such proposed 
amendments to the people in Biich man- 
ner and at snch time as the Legislature 
shall prescribe;" and the Legislature 
has "prescribed" by the Act of 1887, 
statutes of that year, page 122, the 3d 
section of which reads as follows: 


'The several Boards of County Com- 


missioners iu tliis State, before the next 
general election after final agreement by 
the Leg' ' itnre to any proposed amend- 
ments to ..JH Constitution, shall, in their 
proclamation, order that there be printed 
upon the ballots: 
Amendment No.— 


'Yes'; or Amendment No,—'No.' 
And 


section 4th of the same Act provides 
that the vote on the amendment to the 
Constitution shall be canvassed and re- 
torned in the same manner as is or may 
be provided by law for the canvass and 
return of votes for elective officers." 


These proposed amendments were 


published in 1886, and are not required 
to be published again before being voted 
upon. 


The words "when auy 
proposed 


amendments are pending," at tbe ter- 
mination of the let section of the Act, 
refer only to such proposed amendments 
as have been proposed iu, and agreed 
to, by one Legislature and by it "refer- 
red to the Legislature then next to be 
chosen." 


The Constitution does not required 


he amendments to be voted upon this 
rear, to be published, nor does the Act 
if 1887 so require.

The Republicans of the State of j.ovada In 
convention assembled again express their loy- 
alty to the principles ot the Republican party, 
which have made the country so great and pros- 
perous during the last quarter of a century.
